$16,000,000 POSSIBLE 
FOR OKU. ROADS 


OKLAHOMA CITY, 
May 
22.— 
Present road laws effective in Ok­ 
lahoma 
afford 
procedure 
whereby 
the state and 
counties can 
raise 
funds by levy to meet a like amount 
from federal aid to place, ready for 
use a combined 
total of between 
$f»,000,00n and $10,000,000 a year 
for mad construction work, accord­ 
ing to Fred Parkinson, state exam­ 
iner and 
inspector. 
Figures com­ 
piled by Mr. Parkinson, based on 
property valuations of 1918, show 
that by state and county aid. or levy, 
a total of $4,959,362 could be made 
available. 
This, 
to 
meet 
a 
like 
amount from the government, would 
give practically $10,000,000 to be­ 
gin with. And this much, 
if 
not 
more, according to property valua­ 
tions each year, could be depend­ 
ed upon every year. And all with­ 
out a cent of interest or without 
even an act of the legislature. Sec­ 
tion I of article 3, chapter 173 of 
tin* 1915 session laws provides for 
aa annual levy of one-fourth mill 
on all property in the state, which 
shalt be covered into tilt* treasury 
and known as the state highway 
construction fund. All moneys ac­ 
cruing to this fund shall be held in 
trust for the use of the several 
counties in the state. This tax is to 
be lev led 
upon 
all 
the property, 
bur is apportioner lor use to each 
col*my on the balds of what is col­ 
lected from each county. 
Then sec 2. article 3, chapter SO 
of the road laws revised at a spec­ 
ial session of the legislature of 1916 
provides that

of one-fourth of one mil! on all tax­ 
able property in the county to be 
converted into a county road con­ 
struction fund. 
In order to carry 
out the provisions of this section, it 
was provided that the county board 
could levy for the current expenses

Taking the 1918 assessment, aft­ 
er allowing for county expenses, and 
applying the statute to the extent 
of what the counties may levy for 
road 
purposes, and 
the state aid 
combined. Mr. Parkinson alloys the 
amount that each county may raise 
to meet tederal aid. the total of 
which is $4,959,362.52.

ANTAGONISM BETWEEN 


JAPS AND KOREANS 


SEOUL, Korea, April 
4.— (Cor­ 
respondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
I’fess)— Unification of the Japanese 
and Keorean races is impossible, as­ 
serts the Organizing committee of 
the 
independence 
movement 
in 
Korea in a statem ent w'hich it has 
issued setting for the grievances of 
the Korean people against the J a p ­ 
anese. 
The two chief reasons for Kor­ 
e a ’s effort to obtain emancipation 
from Japanese ryle are set forth 
by the com m ittee as follows: 
"K orea is the much older of the 
two nations for it has a history of 
organized 
government 
extending 
over a period of 4300 years. During 
a part of that time Korea sent tri­ 
bute to the court of China, but this 
was nothing more than an outw ard 
'expression of the relation between 
the 
Imperial 
families of 
the two 
nations. 
Korea 
was ever the sole 
possession of our Korean race and 
was never under the actual control 
of any foreign 
nation 
or govern­ 
ment. 
The Japanese nation is an en ­ 
tirely distinct 
race from the K or­ 
ean. She* is an island people and her 
nakedness of body and mind could 
only be covered by the civilization 
she received front Korea and from 
China during the centuries of the 
past. 
Her customs, her literature, 
her very clothing 
came 
to 
her 
through Korea. Of late years she has 
added 
to 
these 
face-powder 
of a 
western civilization; 
thus she 
be­ 
come:; the whited sepulchre of the 
East. She gives no evidence of m o r­ 
al force, her actions toward our n a ­ 
tion has proven her to be th e em ­ 
bodiment of cruelty. The evidence 
is complete that the unification or 
the Japanese and Korean races is 
an impossibility.” 
W hat are described as “ five con­ 
spicuous Injustices on the part of 
Japan toward Korea,” are su m m a r­ 
ized in tho statement. 
The commit­ 
tee asserts that although Korea aid­ 
ed Japan in the w-ar against Rus­ 
sia. "th e dog has bitten the hand 
of him who fed it." It is alleged that 
Japan has broken 
her promise to 
pay honor to the formerly Imperial 
family of Korea; that it is impos­ 
sible for a 
Korean to obtain fair 
treatm en t in the courts when oppos­ 
ed to the Japanese: that liberty of 
speech does not exist and that the 
Japanese arrested thirty-three men 
who signed the manifesto of inde­ 
pendence on March I last.

The Repentance of the People of 
Nineveh (3:140). 
rho following step* are noted in 
their conversion: 
I. Hearing the Word of the Lord 
(vv. 1-4). 
'1‘lie Lord commanded Jonah to 
to 
Nineveh, a great and wicked city, and 
tin re “preach the preaching’* that in* 
bade him. 
Jonah’s runaway experi­ 
ence (see chapters I, 2) was such that 
he was willing to obey God. 
His 
chastisement was severe, but by God’s 
grace he was now ready to execute the 
commission. 
“Jonah arose and went 
(into Nineveh according to the word 
of the Lord" (v. ii). So great was the 
city of Nineveh that it required three 
days to compass it; that is, to visit its 
v* ry centers of activity. 
Jonah, com­ 
ing from Palestine, doubtless entered 
the city from the south, and during 
an entire day goin g from center to con­ 
fer cried, “Yet forty days ami Nineveh 
shall he overthrown" (v. 4). 
Since 
the king s palace seems to have been 
in tin* south part of the city .Tom)b’s 
message soon found its way to him. lf 
every preacher would preach what God 
bids him there would lie more cities 
turning to God. 
2. Relieving God (v* .">). 
They not only believed God would 
visit judgment upon them, but believed 
in God, and put their trust I ii him f o r 
mercy and salvation.
